(AP) — With U.S. health officials recommending 
that children mask up in school this fall, parents 
and policy makers across the nation have been 
plunged anew into a debate over whether face cov- 
erings should be optional or a mandate. 





The delta variant of the coronavirus now threatens 
to upend normal instruction for a third consecu- 
tive school year. Some states have indicated they 
will probably heed the federal government’s guid- 
ance and require masks. Others will leave the deci- 
sion up to parents. 





The controversy is unfolding at a time when many 
Americans are at their wits’ end with pandemic re- 
strictions and others fear their children will be put 
at risk by those who don’t take the virus seriously 
enough. In a handful of Republican-led states, 
lawmakers made it illegal for schools to require 
masks. 


In Connecticut, anti-mask rallies have happened 
outside Gov. Ned Lamont’s official residence in 
Hartford, and lawn signs and bumper stickers call 
on him to “unmask our kids.” The Democrat has 
said that he’s likely to follow the latest advice from 
the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention.

The agency cited the risk of spread of the 
highly contagious delta variant, even among vac- 
cinated people. 





Alima Bryant, 33, a mother of four who organizes 
anti-mask parents in Branford, Connecticut, said 
she’s not a conspiracy theorist, but she believes sci- 
entists have overstated the dangers of COVID-19, 
especially for children. She said she will take her 
children out of school rather than subject them to 
wearing masks, which she believes are more likely 
to make them ill than the virus. 





“Especially with little kids, I can imagine how of- 
ten they’re touching dirty things, then touching 
the mask,” she said. “Also, in kindergarten, you 
have to learn social cues, and even with speech and 
everything, it’s so important to not be wearing a 
mask.” 


But parents such as Ryan Zuimmerman, of 
Lenexa, Kansas, fear that approach will prolong 
the pandemic. 


In Johnson County, Kansas, the state’s most popu- 
lous county, five districts recommend but do not 
require masks. A sixth district has not yet decided. 





Zimmerman, speaking at a recent meeting of 
country commissioners, said that if masks are only 
recommended and not required, “95% of kids 
won't be wearing them.” 


“I ask you this: If 1t was your kid who was high 
risk, what if you had to send that kid you had spent 
your whole life protecting to school in this envi- 
ronment?” 


Another public meeting, this one in Broward 
County, Florida, had to be postponed for a day 
this week after roughly two dozen mask oppo- 
nents waged screaming matches with school board 
members and burned masks outside the building. 


When the discussion resumed Wednesday, it was 
limited to 10 public speakers, and all but one spoke 
vehemently against masks, saying their personal 
rights were being eroded. 


“Please stop the insanity. You have already done 
damage to these kids having to wear masks,” she 
said before putting her daughter up to the micro- 
phone, where the little girl complained that masks 
make it hard for her to breathe and give her head- 
aches. 


But Dr. Karyl Rattay, director of the Delaware Di- 
vision of Public Health, said there is no credible 
evidence masks are unsafe for children. She said 
the science is clear that face coverings have pre- 
vented the spread of COVID-19 in schools. 
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US sues Texas to block state troopers from stopping migrants 





(AP) — The Biden ad- 
ministration sued Texas 


on Friday to prevent state 
troopers from stopping 
vehicles carrying mi- 


grants on grounds that 
they may spread COV- 
ID-19, warning that the 
practice would exacerbate 
problems amid high levels 
of crossings on the state’s

border with Mexico. 


The Justice Department 
asked for an immediate block 
on Gov. Greg Abbott's order 
issued Wednesday, which al- 
lows the Texas Department 
of Public Safety to “stop any 
vehicle upon reasonable sus- 
picion” that 1t transports mi- 
grants. Troopers could then 


reroute vehicles back to their 
point of origin or impound 
them. 


The lawsuit, filed in federal 
court in El Paso, mirrors a 
letter that Attorney General 
Merrick Garland sent the 
governor a day earlier, argu- 
ing that the state was usurp- 
ing and even interfering with 
the federal government's re- 
sponsibility to enforce immi- 
eration laws. 


Abbott, a Republican who is 
facing reelection next year, 
wrote Garland on Friday to 
argue that the federal govern- 
ment was interfering with his 
obligations to protect Texas 
residents. 


"It is clear from the argu- 
ments in your letter that the 
State of Texas and the federal 
government face a constitu- 
tional crisis,” Abbott wrote. 


The lawsuit escalates ten- 
sions between the Biden ad- 
ministration and Abbott over 
the governor’s actions on the 
border, which have includ- 
ed jailing migrants on state 
crimes and building new bar- 
riers. 


For months, the two-term 
governor has sought to claim 
former President Donald 
Trump’s hardline mantle on 
immigration, inflaming pas- 
sions on a polarizing issue. 
Civil rights groups and im- 
migration advocates have said 
Abbott’s move for troopers 
stop vehicles could invite ra- 
cial profiling and restrict the 
ability of shelters to take in 
newly arriving families. 


Declarations submitted with 
the lawsuit offered fresh evi- 
dence of large numbers of 
migrants showing up at the 
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border with Mexico, with 
senior officials warning that 
the governor’s order could 
significantly impede trans- 
portation and other federal 
operations. 


The Border Patrol’s Rio 
Grande Valley sector, the 
busiest corridor for illegal 
crossings, had more than 
8,300 migrants in custody 
Wednesday, with an average 
processing time of 57 hours, 
said Brian Hastings, the sec- 
tor chief. The sector has re- 
leased more than 100,000 mi- 
erants since Oct. 1, including 
9,000 in the last week. 


The Homeland Security De- 
partment reported that 646 
children traveling alone were 
taken into custody across the 
Mexico border on Thursday, 
compared with a daily aver- 
age of 480 over the previous 
30 days. 





Ammunition shelves bare as U.S. gun sales continue to soar 


(AP) — The COVID-19 pandemic, coupled 
with record sales of firearms, has fueled a 
shortage of ammunition in the United States 
that’s impacting law enforcement agencies, 
people seeking personal protection, recre- 
ational shooters and hunters -- and could 
deny new gun owners the practice they need 
to handle their weapons safely. 


Manufacturers say they’re producing as much am- 
munition as they can, but many gun store shelves 
are empty and prices keep rising. Ammunition im- 
ports are way up, but at least one U.S. manufacturer 
is exporting ammo. All while the pandemic, social 
unrest and a rise in violent crime have prompted 
millions to buy guns for protection or to take up 
shooting for sport. 


“We have had a number of firearms instructors can- 
cel their registration to our courses because their 
agency was short on ammo or they were unable to 
find ammo to purchase,” said Jason Wuestenberg, 
executive director of the National Law Enforce- 
ment Firearms Instructors Association. 


Doug Tangen, firearms instructor at the Washing- 
ton State Criminal Justice Training Commission, 
the police academy for the state, said the academy 
also has had trouble obtaining ammo. 


“A few months ago, we were at a point where our 
shelves were nearly empty of 9mm ammunition,” 
he said. In response, instructors took conservation 
steps like reducing the number of shots fired per 
drill, which got them through several months until 
fresh supplies arrived, Tangen said. 


Officer Larry Hadfield, a spokesman for the Las 
Vegas Metropolitan Police Department, said his 
department also has been affected by the shortage. 
“We have made efforts to conserve ammunition 
when possible,” he said. 


The National Shooting Sports Foundation, an in- 
dustry trade group, says more than 50 million peo- 
ple participate in shooting sports in the U.S. and 
estimates that 20 million guns were sold last year, 


with 8 million of those sales made by first-time 
buyers. 


“When you talk about all these people buying guns, 
it really has an impact on people buying ammuni- 
tion,” spokesman Mark Oliva said. "If you look at 
8.4 million gun buyers and they all want to buy one 
box with 50 rounds, that’s going to be 420 million 
rounds.” 


The FBP's National Instant Criminal Back- 
eround Check System database also documented 
an increase in sales: In 2010, there were 14.4 mil- 
lion background checks for gun purchases. That 
jumped to almost 39.7 million in 2020 and to 22.2 
million just through June 2021 alone. 





The actual number of guns sold could be much 
higher since multiple firearms can be linked to a 
single background check. No data is available for 
ammunition because sales are not regulated and no 
license is required to sell it. 


As the pandemic raced across the country in early 
2020, the resulting lockdown orders and cutbacks 
on police response sowed safety fears, creating 
an “overwhelming demand” for both guns and 
ammo, Oliva said. Factories continued to produce 
ammunition, but sales far exceeded the amount 


that could be shipped, he said. 


“Where there is an increased sense of instabil- 
ity, fear and insecurity, more people will purchase 
guns,” said Ari Freilich of the Gifford Law Center 
to Prevent Gun Violence. 


As supplies dwindled, Feilich said, some gun own- 
ers began stockpiling ammo. 


“Early on in the pandemic, we saw people hoard- 
ing toilet paper, disinfectant, and now it’s ammo,” 


he said. 





Wustenberg emphasized the danger in first-time 
gun buyers not being able to practice using their 
new weapons. 

Going to the gun range entails more than trying to 


hit a target, he said. It’s where shooters learn fun- 
damental skills like always pointing their guns in a 
safe direction and keeping their fingers off the trig- 
ger until they’re ready to fire. 


“It’s that old adage: Just because you buy a guitar 
doesn’t mean you're a guitar player,” Wustenberg 
said. “Some have the misconception of ‘I shot this 
target 5 yards away and did just fine so Pm OK if 
someone breaks into my house.’ You’ve got to go 
out and practice with it.” 





The U.S. military is not affected by the shortage 
because the Army produces ammunition for all 
branches of the military at six sites across the coun- 
try, according to Justine Barati, spokesperson for 
the U.S. Army Joint Munitions Command. 

The U.S. shooting team, which won four medals at 
the Tokyo Olympics, also had the ammo needed to 
train thanks to a commitment from sponsors, but 
membership and junior programs have struggled, 
said Matt Suggs, chief executive officer for USA 
Shooting. 


The U.S. Biathlon team, training for the 2022 
Winter Olympics in February, also has been sup- 
plied with ammo from its sponsor, Lapua, made in 
Finland. But local clubs face shortages, said Max 
Cobb, president of U.S. Biathlon Association. 





Jason Vanderbrink, a vice president at Vista Out- 
door, which owns the Federal, CCI, Speer and 
Remington ammunition brands, said the compa- 
nies are shipping ammo as fast as they can make it. 


“Pm tired of reading the misinformation on the 
internet right now about us not trying to service 
the demand that we’re experiencing,” he said in a 
YouTube video produced for customers aimed at 
quashing speculation suggesting otherwise. 





Imports of ammunition from Russia, South Ko- 
rea, the European Union and others were up 225% 
over the past two years, according to an analysis 
by Panjiva Inc., which independently tracks global 
trade. But at least some U.S.-made ammo is head- 
ing out of the country. 
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Pandemic eviction crisis leads to greater tenant protections 


(AP) — In a mostly empty 
conference room at a Vir- 
ginia cultural arts cen- 
ter, Tara Simmons was 
looking for someone who 
might help her stave off 
eviction. 


Simmons, a 44-year-old 
home health aide who lives 
with her two children and 
two grandchildren, was only 
a month behind on her rent. 
But that didn’t stop her land- 
lord from ordering her out of 
the house by Saturday, when 
the federal eviction morato- 
rium ended. 


Already enduring health 
problems, Simmons said she 
feared she would be out on 
the street. 


“Tve been in my house for 
four years now. And two 
months before my lease was 
up, I get an email saying 
that they weren’t renewing 
my lease,” said Simmons of 
Newport News, Virginia. 
“That's it. No explanation 
why or whatever.” 


“lve been trying to find 
somewhere to move since I 
got that. I still haven't been 
able to find a way to move 
because of the economy. ... 
This pandemic is hard.” 


As a state lawmaker made 
a few remarks and others 
grabbed free lunch, Sim- 
mons connected with attor- 
neys from the Legal Aid Soci- 
ety of Eastern Virginia. They 
advised her that her landlord 
needed a court order to get 
her out. She was safe for now. 


The Virginia event in late July 
is part of a growing national 
movement — bolstered by 
tens of billions of dollars in 
federal rental assistance — to 
find ways to keep millions 
of at-risk tenants hurt by 
the coronavirus pandemic in 
their homes. 


The push has the potential to 
reshape a system long skewed 
in favor of landlords that has 
resulted in about 3.7 million 
evictions a year — about sev- 
en every minute — according 
to the Eviction Lab at Princ- 
eton University. Many are 
Black and Latino families. 


“This is an opportunity not 
to go back to normal, because 
for so many renters around 
the country, normal is bro- 
ken,” Matthew Desmond, 
author of a Pulitzer Prize- 
winning book on evictions 
and the principal investiga- 


tor at the Eviction Lab, told a 
White House conference on 
the issue. 


“This is a chance to reinvent 
how we adjudicate and ad- 
dress the eviction crisis in a 
way ... that works for tenants 
and property owners better 
than the status quo, in a way 
that clearly invests in homes 
and families and communi- 
ties, with the recognition that 
without stable shelter, every- 
thing else falls apart.” 


Housing advocates have 
mostly attacked the problem 
from two directions. 


Some teamed up with law- 
makers and court adminis- 
trators to launch programs 
to resolve eviction cases be- 
fore they reach the courts. 
Others focused on state and 
local tenant protection legis- 
lation, including sealing evic- 
tion records and ensuring 
tenants get lawyers. Having 
an eviction record can make 
1t impossible to find a new 
apartment, while the right 
to counsel evens the playing 
field, since most landlords, 
but not tenants, come to 
court with a lawyer. 


Many of the ideas have been 
around for years. But the 
scope of the eviction crisis 
during the pandemic, the 
historic amount of federal 
rental assistance available 
and the eviction moratorium 
changed the calculus. Politi- 
cians from areas that rarely 
see evictions were hearing 
from anxious constituents 
and craved a solution. Land- 
lords were more willing to 
participate in the programs 
because evicting tenants be- 
came a challenge. 


“The pandemic, at least here 
in Baltimore, has created 
a sense of urgency around 
creating some forms of ten- 
ant protection,” said Carisa 
Hatfield, a housing attorney 
for the Homeless Persons 
Representation Project, not- 
ing Baltimore passed a bill 
last year guaranteeing tenants 
the right to counsel and the 
state adopted a similar mea- 
sure this year. The city also 
temporarily barred rent in- 
creases during the pandemic 
and banned late fees. 


“The politicians saw the same 
urgency we did,” she said. 
“It afforded the opportunity 
to have a conversation with 
politicians about the very real 
problems around evictions, 
the very real implications for 





families around being evict- 


ed 99 


In Colorado, state Sen. Julie 
Gonzales said the widespread 
eviction threat encouraged 
legislators to pass several bills 
this year, including a grace 
period for late fees and lim- 
its on what fees can be 1m- 
posed. Tenants also can with- 
hold payment for problems 
like utilities being shut off or 
mold, and present that as a 
defense in court. Another bill 
that passed gives evicted ten- 
ants 10 days, rather than 48 
hours, to find new housing. 


“We realized that it wasn’t 
just an urban thing, that rural 
Coloradans, mountain towns 
were struggling with people 
unable to pay their rent,” 
Gonzales said. 


According to the Urban In- 
stitute, 47 state and local 
programs nationwide now 
offer some mix of legal help, 
a housing counselor and me- 
diation between landlord and 
tenant. 


Some, like Texas, Michigan 
and Massachusetts, offer 
statewide programs, while 
others, including Chicago, 
Philadelphia, San Francisco 
and Pinellas County, Florida, 
launched their own initia- 
tives. Even states not usually 
associated with evictions, like 
New Hampshire and Mon- 
tana, offer programs. 


In Philadelphia, the City 
Council passed a series of 
bills last year that include 
requiring landlords to par- 
ticipate in a city eviction di- 
version program if the tenant 





was affected by the pandem- 
ic. Then in April, the courts 
mandated that landlords at- 
tend the program before fil- 
ing an eviction. 


“This is a fundamentally im- 
portant change to the way 
Philadelphia approaches 
evictions,” said Rachel Gar- 
land, managing attorney at 
the housing unit of Commu- 
nity Legal Services in Phila- 
delphia. 


“Rental assistance and diver- 
sion prioritizes the economic 
health of landlords and com- 
plete health and well-being 
of tenants in a way that re- 
solves situations so landlords 
get paid, issues get resolved 
and tenants are able to stay in 
their homes,” she said. 





“Even though it was created 
in response to the pandemic, 
its importance will long out- 
live the pandemic and will 
hopefully become a perma- 
nent fixture in Philadelphia.” 


A pilot mediation program 
in two New Hampshire cit- 
les this year was driven in 
part by concerns that courts 
would be inundated by evic- 
tion cases. The program’s 
success has the court request- 
ing $750,000 from the state 
to expand mediation efforts 
statewide. 


“If we can get parties to- 
gether and either get the case 
resolved or get them to this 
emergency funding, I’m say- 
ing it’s a win-win-win,” said 
David King, the administra- 
tive judge of New Hampshire 
Circuit Court, which handles 
landlord-tenant matters. 





“It's a win for the landlord, 
who gets paid. It’s a win for 
the tenant, who gets to stay, 
and, selfishly, it’s a win for 
the courts because that is one 
less case we have to process.” 


The right to counsel, too, has 
spread. 


John Pollock, coordinator 
for the National Coalition 
for a Civil Right to Counsel 
in Baltimore, said Washing- 
ton state, Connecticut and 
Maryland have passed right- 
to-counsel laws. Ten cities 
have approved measures, 
including Seattle, Cleveland 
and Louisville. Milwaukee 
County set aside money to 
provide low-income tenants 
with lawyers. 


So far, the initiatives are 
proving successful. 


Some 75% of the 1,788 ten- 
ants participating in a Phila- 
delphia program have re- 
mained housed, according to 
the city. In New York, 86% 
of tenants who had lawyers 
were able to remain in their 
homes. Cleveland, which saw 
legal representation increase 
from 2% to 19% after the law 
went into effect last year, said 
all tenants who wanted rental 
help have gotten it and 93% 
who wanted to avert evic- 
tions were successful. 


A program in Michigan last 
year resulted in 97% of ten- 
ants remaining housed, ac- 
cording to a study from the 
University of Michigan, the 
state and Legal Services of 
South Michigan. 
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Bacon may disappear in California as pig rules take effect 





(AP) — Thanks to a re- 
worked menu and long 
hours, Jeannie Kim man- 
aged to keep her San Fran- 
cisco restaurant alive dur- 
ing the coronavirus pan- 
demic. 


That makes it all the more 
frustrating that she fears 
her breakfast-focused din- 
er could be ruined within 
months by new rules that 
could make one of her top 
menu items — bacon — hard 
to get in California. 


“Our number one seller is ba- 
con, eges and hash browns,” 
said Kim, who for 15 years 
has run SAMS American Eat- 
ery on the city’s busy Market 
Street. “It could be devastat- 
ing for us.” 


At the beginning of next 
year, California will begin 
enforcing an animal welfare 
proposition approved over- 
whelmingly by voters in 2018 
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that requires more space for 
breeding pigs, egg-laying 
chickens and veal calves. Na- 
tional veal and egg producers 
are optimistic they can meet 
the new standards, but only 
4% of hog operations now 
comply with the new rules. 
Unless the courts intervene 
or the state temporarily al- 
lows non-compliant meat to 
be sold in the state, Califor- 
nia will lose almost all of its 
pork supply, much of which 
comes from Iowa, and pork 
producers will face higher 
costs to regain a key market. 
Animal welfare organizations 
for years have been pushing 
for more humane treatment 
of farm animals but the Cali- 
fornia rules could be a rare 
case of consumers clearly 
paying a price for their be- 
liefs. 


With little time left to build 
new facilities, inseminate 
sows and process the off- 
spring by January, it’s hard 


to see how the pork indus- 
try can adequately supply 
California, which consumes 
roughly 15% of all pork pro- 
duced in the country. 


California’s restaurants and 
groceries use about 255 mil- 
lion pounds of pork a month, 
but its farms produce only 45 
million pounds, according to 
Rabobank, a global food and 
agriculture financial services 
company. 


The National Pork Producers 
Council has asked the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
for federal aid to help pay 
for retrofitting hog facilities 
around the nation to fill the 
gap. Hog farmers said they 
haven't complied because of 
the cost and because Califor- 
nia hasn't yet issued formal 
regulations on how the new 
standards will be adminis- 
tered and enforced. 


Barry Goodwin, an econo- 
mist at North Carolina State 
University, estimated the 
extra costs at 15% more per 
animal for a farm with 1,000 
breeding pigs. 


If half the pork supply was 
suddenly lost in California, 
bacon prices would jump 
60%, meaning a $6 package 
would rise to about $9.60, 
according to a study by the 
Hatamiya Group, a consult- 
ing firm hired by opponents 


of the state proposition. 


At one typical hog farm 
in Iowa, sows are kept in 
open-air crates measuring 
14-square-feet when they 
join a herd and then for a 
week as part of the insemina- 
tion process before moving 
to larger, roughly 20-square 
foot group pens with other 
hogs. Both are less than the 
24 square feet required by the 
California law to give breed- 
ing pigs enough room to turn 
around and to extend their 
limbs. Other operations keep 
sows in the crates nearly all of 
the time so also wouldn’t be 
in compliance. 


“It is important to note 
that the law itself cannot be 
changed by regulations and 
the law has been in place 
since the Farm Animal Con- 
finement Proposition (Prop 
12) passed by a wide margin 
in 2018,” the agency said in 
response to questions from 


the AP 


Josh Balk, who leads farm 
animal protection efforts at 
the Humane Society of the 
United States, said the pork 
industry should accept the 
overwhelming view of Cali- 
fornians who want animals 
treated more humanely. 


“Why are pork producers 
constantly trying to overturn 
laws relating to cruelty to 


animals?” Balk asked. “It says 
something about the pork 
industry when it seems its 
business operandi is to lose 
at the ballot when they try to 
defend the practices and then 
when animal cruelty laws 
are passed, to try to overturn 
them.” 


In Iowa, which raises about 
one-third of the nation’s 
hogs, farmer Dwight Mogler 
estimates the changes would 
cost him $3 million and allow 
room for 250 pigs in a space 


that now holds 300. 


To afford the expense, Mo- 
gler said, he’d need to earn 
an extra $20 per pig and so 
far, processors are offering far 
less. 


“The question to us is, if we 
do these changes, what is 
the next change going to be 
in the rules two years, three 
years, five years ahead?” Mo- 


gler asked. 


The California rules also cre- 
ate a challenge for slaughter- 
houses, which now may send 
different cuts of a single hog 
to locations around the na- 
tion and to other countries. 
Processors will need to de- 
sign new systems to track 
California-compliant hogs 
and separate those premi- 
um cuts from standard pork 
that can serve the rest of the 
country. 





Mudslides force more than 100 to spend night on highway 


(AP) — More than 100 people 
had to spend the night on a high- 
way, including nearly 30 who 
took refuge in a tunnel, after rain 
over an area burned by a wildfire 
once again triggered mudslides 
in western Colorado, authorities 
said Friday. 


The people were caught with their 
vehicles on Interstate 70 in Glenwood 
Canyon on Thursday night. Those in 
the tunnel were stuck for about nine 
hours until crews could carve out a 
path through the mud to reach them 
at about 6:30 a.m. Friday, Garfield 
County Sheriff’s Office spokesman 
Walt Stowe said. 


The tunnel serves as a 24-hour op- 
erations center for the Colorado De- 
partment of Transportation, so it is 
relatively well-lit and has telephones, 
Stowe said. No injuries were report- 


ed. 


The transportation department has 
accounted for 108 people, includ- 
ing 29 in the tunnel, who were stuck 
on the highway overnight. Between 


65 and 70 people remained strand- 
ed at a rest stop Friday afternoon as 
crews worked to punch a safe passage 


through the debris. 


Mike Goolsby, a regional director 
for the transportation department, 
said the area was affected by about 10 
slides, some 12 feet (4 meters) deep 
and up to 150 feet (46 meters) wide. 


“Pm very grateful that no one was 
hurt. ... We’ve tried our hardest not 
to have people in the canyon when 
these flash flood warnings hit, but it 
was the best case scenario for all of us 
based on the outcome this morning,” 


he said. 


Glenwood Canyon has cliffs towering 
up to 2,000 feet (610 meters) above 
the Colorado River, making it prone 
to rockslides and mudslides. In recent 
weeks, rain over the area burned by 
a wildfire last summer has triggered 
frequent slides, resulting in closures 
of I-70, Colorado’s main east-west 
highway. Those closures have mostly 
occurred before the storm moves in, 
to prevent people from being trapped. 


On Thursday, the canyon had tem- 
porarily closed earlier in the day as 
one storm cell approached but had 
reopened by the time a second storm 
cell moved in, which led to the ve- 
hicles and their passengers getting 
trapped. 


Transportation officials say the sec- 
tion of interstate is expected to be 
closed at least through the weekend 
because of the significant cleanup un- 
derway and because of heavy rain in 
the forecast. The National Weather 
Service has issued a flash flood watch 
for the area. 
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UK Windrush victims demand compensation on Emancipation Day 


(AP) Black people 
whose right to live in the 
U.K. was illegally chal- 
lenged by the government 
marked the anniversary 
Sunday of the act that 
freed slaves throughout 
the British Empire, draw- 
ing a direct link between 
slavery and the discrimi- 
nation they suffered. 


Dozens of activists gathered 
in Brixton, a center for the 
Black community in south 
London, to back the inter- 
national drive for reparations 
for the descendants of en- 
slaved Africans. They also de- 
manded legislation to com- 
pensate legal U.K. residents 
who were threatened with 
deportation in what is known 
as the Windrush Scandal. 


“The Windrush injustice 
would not have happened if 
Africans were not torn from 
the continent of Africa,” said 
Kofi Mawuli Klum, orga- 
nizer of the Emancipation 


Day event, which marked the 
187th anniversary of the day 
in 1834 when slaves in the 
Caribbean and other parts 
of the British Empire were 


freed. 


After the gathering, some 
activists traveled to Bucking- 
ham Palace, hoping to de- 
liver a written appeal asking 
Queen Elizabeth II to back 
their call for a “Windrush 
Act[] to pay reparations to 
those hurt by the scandal. 
They were turned away by 
palace guards, who told them 
to send their request through 
the mail. 





The Windrush Generation 
refers to citizens of the Brit- 
ish Empire who traveled to 
Britain between 1948 and 
1973 after the government 
called on its colonies to send 
workers to help rebuild the 
country after World War II. It 
draws its name from the ship 
that carried the first migrants 
from the Caribbean in 1948. 


The Windrush scandal has 
rocked Britain since 2018, 
when many of these long- 
term legal residents were 
caught up in a crackdown on 
illegal immigration. Thou- 
sands lost their jobs, homes 
and the right to free medical 
care, many because they ar- 
rived as children and couldn’t 
produce paperwork proving 
their right to live in the U.K. 
Some were detained, and 
an unknown number were 
deported to countries they 
barely remembered. 


A program designed to com- 
pensate victims has been 
plagued by complaints that it 
is too slow, too cumbersome 
and the payments offered 
aren't high enough to make 
up for harm done by the Brit- 
ish government. 


The Home Office, the gov- 
ernment department respon- 
sible for the program, in De- 
cember acknowledged the 


“slow start” but said the pro- 
eram had been overhauled to 
make it simpler and faster. 


The agency has paid almost 
27 million pounds ($37 mil- 
lion) in compensation, up 
from less than 3 million 
pounds at the time the over- 
haul was announced in De- 
cember, it said. Another 7.1 
million pounds has been of- 
fered to victims. 


The rally came just days after 
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Parliament’s Public Accounts 
Committee sharply criticized 
the government for failing 
the victims of the scandal. 


Chair Meg Hillier, from the 
opposition Labour Party, said 
it was important to remem- 
ber how grave the errors 
have been and that “people’s 
homes, families and liveli- 
hoods were interrupted and 
uprooted, some were forced 
from the country.” 





Kim's sister warns S. Korea-US drills will rekindle tensions 


(AP) — The powerful sister of 
North Korean leader Kim Jong 
Un warned Sunday that next 
month’s annual military drills 
between South Korean and U.S. 
troops will undermine prospects 
for better ties between the Ko- 
reas, just days after the rivals re- 
opened their long-dormant com- 
munication channels. 


Kim Yo Jong’s statement carried by 
state media targets only South Ko- 
rea, and this could add credence to 
a theory that North Korea’s decision 
to restore the communication lines 
is mainly aimed at pushing Seoul to 
convince Washington to make con- 
cessions while nuclear diplomacy re- 
mains deadlocked. 


“For some days I have been hearing 





an unpleasant story that joint military 
exercises between the South Korean 
army and the U.S. forces could go 
ahead as scheduled,” Kim Yo Jong 
said. 





“I view this as an undesirable pre- 
lude which seriously undermines the 
will of the top leaders of the North 
and the South wishing to see a step 
taken toward restoring mutual trust 
and which further beclouds the way 
ahead of the North-South relations,” 
she said. 


She added: “Our government and 
army will closely follow whether the 
South Korean side stages hostile war 
exercises in August or makes other 
bold decision.” 


Regular drills between Seoul and 


Washington have been a long-run- 
ning source of animosities on the 
Korean Peninsula, with North Korea 
calling them an invasion rehearsal 
and responding with missile tests. 
South Korea and the U.S. have re- 
peatedly said their drills are defensive 
in nature. 


In the past few years, South Korea and 
the U.S. have canceled or downsized 
some of their exercises to support 
diplomatic efforts to end the North 
Korean nuclear crisis or because of 
the COVID-19 pandemic. Asked 
about prospects for next month’s 
summertime drills, Boo Seung- 
Chan, a spokesman at South Korea’s 
Defense Ministry, told a briefing 
Thursday that Seoul and Washing- 
ton were reviewing factors like the 
pandemic’s current status, efforts to 
achieve denuclearization on the Ko- 
rean Peninsula and their combined 
military readiness. 


The U.S.-led diplomacy aimed at 
persuading North Korea to aban- 
don its nuclear program in return 
for economic and political rewards 
hasn’t made progress since a second 
summit between Kim Jong Un and 
then-President Donald Trump broke 
down because of disputes over U.S.- 
led sanctions in early 2019. 


South Korea’s government led by 
President Moon Jae-in, which wants 
greater reconciliations between the 
Koreas, had earlier shuttled be- 
tween Pyongyang and Washington 
to arrange the first summit between 
Trump and Kim. 


But North Korea later resumed harsh 
rhetoric against South Korea, telling 
it not to meddle in its dealings with 
the United States. In June last year, 
Pyongyang also cut off communica- 
tion lines with Seoul and destroyed 
an empty, South Korean-built liaison 
office on its territory. Some experts 
said Pyongyang shifted the respon- 
sibility for the collapse of the second 
Kim-Trump summit to Seoul and 
was frustrated with Seoul’s failure 
to break away from Washington and 
revive stalled joint economic projects 
held back by the sanctions. 


After the two Koreas reopened their 
communication channels on Tues- 
day, talk of bigger reconciliation steps 
like another summit between Kim 
Jong Un and Moon quickly spread in 
South Korea. 


But Kim Yo Jong described such sen- 
timent as “a premature hasty judg- 
ment.” She said that “hasty specula- 
tion and groundless interpretation 
will only bring despair.” 


Analyst Cheong Seong-Chang at the 
private Sejong Institute in South Ko- 
rea said Kim Yo Jong’s statement is a 
request for the complete cancellation 
of the U.S-South Korean drills that 
South Korea cannot accept. 


“South Korea has no justification to 
persuade the U.S. to suspend the 
South Korea-U.S. drills, especially 
at a time when North Korea is nega- 
tive about the South-North summit,” 
Cheong said. 
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Burkina Faso sees more child soldiers as jihadi attacks rise 


(AP) — Awoken by gun- 
shots in the middle of the 
night, Fatima Amadou 
was shocked by what she 
saw among the attackers: 
children. 


Guns slung over their small 
frames, the children chanted 
“Allahu akbar,” as they sur- 
rounded her home in Sol- 
han town in Burkina Faso’s 
Sahel region. Some were so 
young they couldn’t even 
pronounce the words, Arabic 
for “God is great,” said the 
43-year-old mother. 


“When I saw the kids, what 
came to my mind was that 
(the adults) trained these kids 
to be assassins, and they came 
to kill my children,” Amadou 
told The Associated Press 
by phone from Sebba town, 


where she now lives. 


She and her family are among 
the lucky ones who survived 
the June attack, in which 
about 160 people were killed 
— the deadliest such assault 
since the once-peaceful West 
African nation was overrun 
by fighters linked to al-Qaida 
and the Islamic State about 
five years ago. As that vio- 
lence increases, so too does 
the recruitment of child sol- 
diers. 





The number of children re- 
cruited by armed groups in 
Burkina Faso rose at least 
five-fold so far this year, up 
from four documented cases 
in all of last year, according to 
information seen by the AP 
in an unpublished report by 
international aid and conflict 
experts. 


At least 14 boys are being held 
in the capital, Ouagadougou, 
for alleged association with 
militant armed groups, some 
there since 2018, said Idrissa 
Sako, assistant to Burkina 
Faso’s public prosecutor at 
the high court in the city. 


Amadou said she saw about 
seven children with the 
fighters who surrounded her 
home during the Solhan at- 
tack. She did not see them 
kill anyone, but they helped 
burn down houses. 


“We are alarmed by the pres- 
ence of children with armed 
groups,” said Sandra Lattouf, 
the representative for the 
United Nations Children’s 
Fund, or UNICEF, in the 
country. 





The effects of the conflict on 
children — including their 
recruitment as soldiers but 
also attacks on schools and 


kids themselves — have be- 
come so concerning that this 
year Burkina Faso was added 
for the first time to the U.N.’s 
annual report on Children 
and Armed Conflict. 


Aid groups say they are see- 
ing more children with jihadi 
fighters at roadside check- 
points in the Sahel — an arid 
region that passes through 
Burkina Faso but stretches 
straight across the African 
continent just south of the 
Sahara. In recent years, the 
western Sahel has become an 
epicenter of jihadi violence. 


During a recent trip to Dori, 
a town in the region where 
nearly 1,200 people fled after 
the attack on Solhan, the AP 
spoke with eight survivors, 
five of whom said they either 
heard or saw children partake 
in the violence. 


“We heard them say, ‘we good 
children have come to change 
Solhan in a better way,” said 
Hama Amadou, a resident, 
who hid in his shop during 
the fighting. He said he also 
heard women directing the 
children, saying “kill him, kill 


him.” 


Burkina Faso’s ill-equipped 
and undertrained army is 


strugeling to stem the vio- 
lence, which has killed thou- 
sands and displaced 1.3 mil- 
lion people since the jihadi 
attacks began. 


Experts on child recruitment 
say that poverty pushes some 
kids toward armed groups. 
Sako, who works with the 
public prosecutor, said some 
children who wanted money 
to enroll in school joined 
because they were promised 
approximately $18 if they 
killed someone. Others were 
promised gifts like motor- 


bikes. 


But civil society organiza- 
tions also accuse army troops 
of contributing to the prob- 
lem by committing abuses 
against civilians suspected of 


being jihadis. 


“There are more security 
operations ... (so) there are 
more military abuses,” said 
Maimouna Ba, head of op- 
erations for Women for the 
Dignity of the Sahel, a Dori- 
based advocacy group. “It 
is hard for a child to get up 
in the morning and see that 
their father was killed.” As 
they get older, children may 
become angry and start ask- 
ing why the state isn’t help- 
ing them, she said. 


The army denied these al- 
legations, along with accusa- 
tions that it was slow in re- 
sponding to the attack in Sol- 
han, but would not provide a 
detailed comment. 


The deteriorating security is 
sparking unrest, with protests 
across the country demand- 
ing the government take 
stronger action. In response, 
President Roch Marc Chris- 
tian Kabore fired his security 
and defense ministers, ap- 
pointing himself minister of 
defense. 


Amid this raft of problems, 
Burkina Faso must now also 
figure out what to do with 
the children accused of being 
affiliated with armed groups. 


None of the boys being held 
in Ouagadougou has been 
put on trial, according to 
Sako. The government has 
not yet signed an agreement 
with the United Nations that 
would help it to treat such 
children as victims, not per- 
petrators, for instance, by 
moving them from prison to 
centers where they could re- 
ceive psychological care. 


“It is a real concern for us to 
find a permanent solution for 


children,” said Sako. 





Myanmar military extends emergency, promises vote in 2 years 


(AP) — Six months af- 
ter seizing power from 
the elected government, 
Myanmar’s military lead- 
er on Sunday declared 
himself prime minister 
and said he would lead 
the country under the ex- 
tended state of emergency 
until elections are held in 
about two years. 


“We must create conditions 
to hold a free and fair mul- 
tiparty general election,” Se- 
nior Gen. Min Aung Hlaing 
said during a recorded tele- 
vised address. “We have to 
make preparations. I pledge 
to hold the multiparty gen- 
eral election without fail.” 


He said the state of emer- 
gency will achieve its objec- 
tives by August 2023. In a 
separate announcement, the 
military government named 
itself “the caretaker govern- 
ment” and Min Aung Hlaing 
the prime minister. 


The state of emergency was 
declared when troops moved 
against the elected govern- 


ment of Aung San Suu Kyi on 
Feb. 1, an action the gener- 
als said was permitted under 
the military-authored 2008 
constitution. The military 
claimed her landslide victory 
in last year’s national elec- 
tions was achieved through 
massive voter fraud but of- 
fered no credible evidence. 





The military government of- 
ficially annulled the election 
results last Tuesday and ap- 
pointed a new election com- 
mission to take charge of the 
polls. 


The military takeover was 
met with massive public pro- 
tests that has resulted in a 
lethal crackdown by security 
forces who routinely fire live 
ammunition into crowds. 


As of Sunday, 939 people have 
been killed by the authorities 
since Feb. 1, according to a 
tally kept by the independent 
Assistance Association for 
Political Prisoners. Casual- 
ties are also rising among the 
military and police as armed 
resistance grows in both ur- 


ban and rural areas. 


Moves by The Association 
of Southeast Asian Nations 
to broker a dialogue between 
the military government and 
its opponents have stalled af- 
ter an agreement at an April 
summit in Jakarta to appoint 
a special envoy for Myanmar. 





Min Aung Hlaing said that 
among the three nominees, 
Thailand’s former Deputy 
Foreign Minister Virasakdi 
Futrakul was selected as the 
envoy. “But for various rea- 
sons, new proposals were re- 
leased and we could not keep 
moving onwards. I would 
like to say that Myanmar is 
ready to work on ASEAN co- 
operation within the ASEAN 
framework, including the 
dialogue with the ASEAN 
special envoy in Myanmar,” 


he said. 


ASEAN foreign ministers 
were expected to discuss 
Myanmar in virtual meetings 
this week hosted by Bru- 
nei, the current chair of the 
10-nation bloc. 





Myanmar is also struggling 
with its worst COVID-19 
outbreak that has over- 
whelmed its already crippled 
health care system. Limita- 
tions on oxygen sales have 
led to widespread allegations 
that the military is directing 
supplies to government sup- 
porters and military-run hos- 
pitals. 


At the same time, medical 
workers have been targeted 
by authorities after spear- 


heading a civil disobedience 
movement that urged profes- 
sionals and civil servants not 
to cooperate with the govern- 
ment. 


Min Aung Hlaing blamed 
the public’s mistrust in the 
military’s efforts to control 
the outbreak on “fake news 
and misinformation via so- 
cial networks,” and accused 
those behind it of using CO- 
VID-19 “as a tool of bioter- 


rorism.” 
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Olympic champion Sunisa Lee adds bronze on uneven bars 


(AP) — Sunisa Lee came to Japan to 
win a gold medal. And she did. Just 
not the one she really, really wanted. 


The 18-year-old from Minnesota is a rev- 
elation on uneven bars, where her rou- 
tines are an intricate series of connections 
and releases completed with so much ease 
it looks like she’s making it all up on the 
fly. 


Only she isn’t. Her mastery is the result of 
years of hard work. She’s one of the best in 
the world on it, and she showed it during 
the all-around final, where her electric set 
helped her edge Rebeca Andrade of Bra- 
zil and become the fifth straight American 
woman to claim the Olympic title. 


Three days and a crush of fame later, 
she wasn’t quite right. Admitting she’d 
become distracted by the attention sur- 
rounding her triumph, connections that 
typically come so easily were labored dur- 
ing Sunday’s event finals, if they came at 
all. The result was a bronze-medal finish 
that left her disappointed. 


Yes, the all-around title is great. She’ll 
carry it with her for the rest of her life. 
But the bars are her jam. Only her long- 
anticipated showdown with Belgium star 
Nina Derwael never materialized. Lead- 
ing off while wearing a dazzling crystal- 
laden blue leotard in the eight-woman fi- 
nal, Lee knew in the middle of her routine 
it wasn’t going to be good enough to top 
the podium long before her 14.500 flashed 


across the scoreboard. 


“Bars 1s something I really cherish,” Lee 
said while wearing shoes borrowed from 
American teammate Jade Carey because 
she forgot the ones that come with the 
U.S. uniform back at the hotel. “So when 
I mess it up, it really sucks.” 


Even if Lee’s definition of “mess it up” is 
different than most others. The bronze 
gave her a full rainbow of Olympic bling 
to go with the all-around gold and the sil- 
ver she claimed in the team competition. 


It’s impressive by any stretch. It’s also not 
quite what she came here for. 


“It’s really cool,” Lee said. “I just wish the 
bronze medal was a (balance) beam medal, 
not bars.” 


Lee will get a chance to add to her stash in 
the beam final on Tuesday. A medal there 
would be a bit of a surprise. One on bars 
was almost a given. Though she earned 
one, she didn’t put on a show while do- 
ing it. She thinks her inability to put down 
her phone the last few days had a little to 
do with it. 


Her popularity has exploded in the 10 
days since the Games began. She’s added 
950,000 followers on Instagram, a stun- 
ning 390% increase, including 365,000 
since last Thursday. 


It typically comes with the territory when 
you find yourself atop the podium after 
one of the marquee events at the Olym- 


pics. She just wasn’t expecting it. She 
figured she would be vying for silver be- 
hind teammate Simone Biles. Then the 
2016 Olympic champion pulled out of the 
all-around final to focus on her mental 
health, opening a door that Lee stepped 
through with a performance both graceful 
and gritty. 


The two-plus days since her victory have 
been a whirlwind of interviews and social 
media mentions. It’s a lot. At the moment, 
its probably too much. Lee thinks she 
might delete Twitter until the competition 
IS Over. 


Derwael gave Belgium its first-ever gold 
medal in women’s gymnastics, the last bit 
of history on a night full of it. 


Artem Dolgopyat of Israel gave his coun- 
try only its second-ever gold in the Sum- 
mer Games with a victory on floor exer- 
cise. Andrade — runner-up to Lee in the 
all-around — provided the first gymnas- 
tics gold for Brazil. Lee Chih-Kai’s silver 
on pommel horse was the first for Tarwan 
after finishing behind two-time Olympic 
champion Max Whitlock of Britain. 


Andrade’s spectacular display on vault is 
all the more jarring considering she’s al- 
ready endured three reconstructive knee 
surgeries and didn’t even qualify for the 
Games until early June. She gets so much 
air time from her block off the vaulting ta- 
ble it seems as if she’s being dropped from 
the catwalk hanging above the podium at 
the Ariake Gymnastics Centre. 


“I don’t really know what to say, I couldn't 
imagine myself up there on the podium,” 
the 22-year-old Andrade said. “I think I 
matured a lot. I got better from the inju- 
ries.” 


Andrade’s 15.083 average put her just 
ahead of MyKayla Skinner. The 24-year- 
old American didn’t know if she would 
compete in the finals until Saturday af- 
ternoon after Biles opted out. She drilled 
both her Cheng and her Amanar then said 
goodbye to the sport from the medal stand. 
Already married, Skinner is retiring. 


What a way to go out. Two years ago she 
re-entered the elite world after spend- 
ing three years competing collegiately at 
Utah. She dealt with both COVID-19 
and pneumonia during the pandemic and 
thought she was heading home early last 
week after failing to automatically qualify 
into any finals. Then Biles told her to stick 
around because she wasn’t sure she was 
going to compete. 


Skinner heard Biles’ voice above the din 
during the finals, urging Skinner to a po- 
dium finish only she may have seen when 
she made her comeback official at the 


2019 U.S. Championships. 


“I think it’s so cool to show that age is just 
a number and that anything is possible if 
you work hard and dream for it,” Skinner 
said. “So Pm just so honored that I never 
gave up and have kept pushing for my 
dreams to get here.” 
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Texas-born Italian sprints from unknown to Bolt's successor 


(AP) — The 100 meters at the 
Olympics is the event that turns 
sprinters into kings: Jesse Owens, 
Carl Lewis, Usain Bolt. 


On one of the most unusual nights 
the sport has ever seen, fans, experts, 
and even the racers themselves need- 
ed a lineup card. 





The race that has long defined Olym- 
pic royalty went to a Texas-born Ital- 
ian who hadn’t cracked 10 seconds 
until this year. He’s a 26-year-old 
whose best days before this came in 
the long jump. He’s a man even the 
runner in the next lane didn’t really 


know. 


At the Tokyo Olympics, Marcell Ja- 
cobs is The World’s Fastest Man. 


“I think I need four or five years to 
realize and understand what’s hap- 
pening,” Jacobs said. 


The Italian crossed the line in 9.8 sec- 
onds Sunday night to capture the first 
100-meter medal ever for the country 
better known for 1ts soccer prowess. 





Pietro Mennea won the 200 at the 
1980 Olympics in Moscow and Livio 
Berruti won that race at the 1960 
Games in Rome. 


Even in a contest with no clear favor- 
ites — American Ronnie Baker was 
a candidate and China’s Su Bingtian 
ran a shocking 9.83 in the semis — 
Jacobs came from nowhere. 


He topped America’s Fred Kerley, a 
400-meter runner who moved down 
in distance because he saw a medal 
chance, and Canada’s Andre De- 
Grasse, who adds another 100-meter 
bronze to the one he won Rio. 


Kerley finished second in 9.84 and 
DeGrasse was next at 9.89. 


“I really don’t know anything about 
him,” Kerley said of the new gold 
medalist. “He did a fantastic job.” 


Jacobs’ path was made that much 
clearer because of who wasn’t in the 
race. The reigning world champion, 
Christian Coleman, is serving a ban 
for missed doping tests. The world 


leader in 2021 and the favorite to win 
the gold, Trayvon Bromell, didn’t 
make it out of the semifinals. 


Bolt, who has commandeered the 
Olympic and every other sprint stage 
since 2008, is retired. 


He was a sure thing in all nine Olym- 
pic sprints he ran from the Beijing 
Games — a stretch of dominance that 
redefined track and field, but also left 
a gaping hole in the sport when he 
called it a career. 


“He changed athletics forever,” Ja- 
cobs said. “Pm the one who won the 
Olympics after him. That’s unbe- 
lievable. But drawing comparisons, I 
don’t think it’s the time now.” 


Bolt’s world record is 9.58. 


Before Sunday, Jacobs’ personal best 
was 9.95. 


“I mean, 9.8 from the Italian guy?” 
DeGrasse said. “I didn’t expect that. I 
thought my main competition would 
be the Americans.” 


Nope. The Italians. 

Perhaps the only person at the track 
who really knew the new champ 
was the man who hugged him after 
he crossed the finish line. That was 
Gianmarco Tamberi, the Italian high 
jumper who tied Qatari’s Mutaz Essa 
Barshim for gold. 


Tamberi and Barshim ended their 
evening-long jump-fest in a dead 
heat — a rare result that appeared 
headed for a jump-off to decide gold 
and sliver. But after huddling with an 
official who told them two gold med- 
als were possible, Barshim -- the two- 
time world champion who won silver 
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in Rio and bronze in London - agreed 
to call it a tie for first. 


Bedlam ensued. 

Barshim ran up to the stands to cel- 
ebrate. Tamberi covered his face with 
his hands and rolled on the ground. 
“I was in ecstasy,” he said. He was 
clearly a man looking for someone to 


hug. 


He found just the person a few min- 
utes later when Jacobs crossed the 
line first. Tamberi leaped into the 
broad-chested sprinter’s arms and 
curled his own arm around Jacobs’ 


bald head. 


“My heart was exploding,” Tamberi 
said. 


Only a night before, they'd been 
sitting in Jacobs’ tiny room in the 
Olympic village playing video games. 


“And we said, "Can you imagine if we 
win?”” Jacobs said. “(We said) "No, 
no, no. It's impossible. Don't think 
this.” 


Not long after the two golds were se- 
cure, Italy’s premier, Mario Draghi, 
stated the obvious — “You're honor- 
ing Italy,” he said — and announced 
he’d be inviting the athletes to his of- 
fice, the Chigi Palace, when they re- 
turn home. 





Theirs was one of many beautiful 
moments on a most unusual Day 3 
of the Olympic track meet. Another 
highlight came from Venezuelan Yu- 
limar Rojas’ toppling of a 26-year-old 
world record in the triple jump. Her 
new mark is 51 feet, 5 inches (15.67 
meters). 

Other vignettes didn’t involve med- 
als. 





Rojas sets world record to win Olympic women's triple jump 


(AP) — Yulimar Rojas 
didn't even need to look 
for validation. 


The runway, the take off, the 
way she hit the sand — it all 
felt so good she somehow 
knew she’d sealed her Olym- 
pic gold medal in the wom- 
en’s triple jump with a world 
record. 


Rojas broke the Olympic 
record in the first round of 
Sunday’s final at the Tokyo 
Games, signaling her intent. 


She went through four more 
rounds before putting it all 
together perfectly with a 
mark of 15.67 meters on her 
last attempt, improving on 
the old mark of 15.50 that In- 
essa Kravets of Ukraine set in 


1995. 


“I knew. I already knew. I 
knew from the run. I knew 
I couldn't miss that one. I 
knew it was right there,” she 
said of her last jump. “I didn’t 
even have to look. My head, 
my heart, my body.” 


In an almost empty stadium, 
there were also auditory 
clues. 


“I was also listening: people 
went ‘wow.’ I could hear my 
friend screaming,” she said. 
“My coach was screaming, 
was yelling.” 


Rojas already had the gold 
medal assured — with that 
Games record of 15.39 — 
when she took the last of 
her six attempts, giving her a 
feeling of freedom. 

The 


celebrations really 


kicked off when, after her 
initial reluctance to look, she 
confirmed the record with a 
glance at the stadium screen. 
She later posed for the oblig- 
atory photo beside an in-field 
board that registered the 
event, her name, and the of- 
ficial distance with WR be- 
side 1t. 


Patricia Mamona of Portugal 
took silver with a national 
record of 15.01 meters. Ana 
Peleteiro, who trains with 
Rojas, set a Spanish record of 
14.87 to win the bronze. 


“I train with her every day 
and suffer with her every 
day,” Peleteiro said. “I knew 
she was capable of doing it. 
I didn’t have doubts that she 
was going to get,” the world 
record. 


Rojas was a silver medalist 
at the 2016 Olympics in Rio 
de Janeiro and won back-to- 
back world championships in 
2017 and 719. 


A first Olympic gold for a 
Venezuelan female athlete 
was due. 


“When I woke up this morn- 
ing, I already knew today was 
going to be a good day,” Ro- 
jas said. “I had a very positive 
vibe — I knew today things 
could be great, today I was 
going to write history. 
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
